Boston, Mass., Oct. 25.—In a rear-end 
collision at Hyde P ark,eight miles from 
Boston, on the Providence division of 
the Consolidated 
road, last night, a 
brakem an was killed, two passengers 
fatally injured and nineteen others 
seriously hurt.

wealthiest man in New England, whose 
holdings 
aggregate $70,000,000, and 
Congressman Elijah A. Morse, of Can­ 
ton. The property loss to the railroad 
company will exceed $50,000 and the ac­ 
cident loss through injuries will w ith­ 
out doubt be close on $500,000.

The acident was due to a combination 
of circumstances, but the engineer of 
the express is held responsible. 
The 
Dedham local was due at Hyde Park 
station a t 5:21, and was seventeen min­ 
utes late, being delayed several minutes 
by the slowness of a wedding party in 
boarding the cars at Dedham. 
The 
train had just pulled on to the main 
line track at Hyde Park when the ex­ 
press crashed into it. The engineer of 
the express had paid no heed to the 
danger block signals and as his train 
came under the bridge he discovered 
too late to avert a collision that the 
local was ahead of him. The automatic 
brakes failed to work and the regular 
brakes did not bring the train to a stop 
until 
the locomotive had 
crashed 
through the rear car of the local and 
caused the telescoping of the car ahead. 
A wrecking train with General Sup- 
erontendent Allen on board was at the 
scene within half an hour. 
All the 
physicians in Hyde Park, Dedham and 
Milton were summoned by telephone 
and the police department at Boston 
notified.

Des Moines, Iowa,Oct. 25.—The Ruth­ 
ven express on the Rock Island railroad 
ran into a switch engine standing on a 
side-track at Valley Junction, five miles 
west of Des Moines, last night at 6 
o’clock, and was wrecked.

When Mr. Peixotto closed 
his argument at 3:30 o’clock General 
Dickinson, for the defense, asked for 
a continuance until Monday, in order 
that Attorney 
Deuprey, who is 
ill, 
might make the opening argument for 
the defense. District Attorney Barnes 
objected to the delay, and as the court 
was opposed to granting a continuance 
the motion was denied.

The 
Japanese fleet in Formosa waters, it is 
also stated, has been recalled, and it 
has been announced on excellent au­ 
thority that several British war ships 
have been ordered to sail for Corea. 
It is stated at Shanghai that Japan’s 
reply to the demand of Russia that the 
former evacuate Corea is couched in 
pacific but firm language, and protest 
against dictation by Russia in Corean 
affairs. 
It is regarded at Shanghai as certain 
that Russia will permanently occupy 
Fusan. 
The Shanghai 
dispatch also 
says that the 
situation of affairs is 
most grave and that preparations for 
the expected struggle are visible on all 
sides, but it is hoped that a solution 
of the difficulty will be found in Rus­ 
sia and Japan agreeing to divide Corea.

London, Oct. 25.—In an editorial,

official denial. Russia cannot possibly 
imagine that the great

MAN WHO KILLED TECUM SEH . 


A B ast of Vice President Johnson to Bo 
Erected at the Capital. 
While nearly everyone has heard of 
the famous Indian leader, Tecumseh, 
there are many who are not aware of 
the fact that his death was due to the 
bravery of a man who afterward be­ 
came the vice-president of the United 
States. To this patriot and warrior is 
to be erected a fitting memorial in Hie 
halls of congress. 
The work was done 
by James Voorhees, a son of the senator 
of that flame, and was due to a resolu­ 
tion passed by the senate that the busts 
of all the vice-presidents who had pre­ 
sided over that dignified body be placed 
in the hall to overlook the former scene 
of their political labors. 
Johnson was 
a native of the Blue Grass state, and 
that fact may account for his fondness 
for a fight. He was born in 1781, while 
Washington was still alive. 
The white 
man ruled only in the east, and out on 
the prairies in the west roamed the 
Indians, and the settlers on the out­ 
skirts of civilization never knew at 
what moment they might be attacked 
and destroyed. 
Such continued to be 
the state of affairs for some years, and 
when Johnson was in congress in 1812, 
and the English and Indians had com­ 
bined to attack the new republic, John­ 
son went home to Kentucky and raised 
a battalion of three companies, and

The Laws Are 
Strictly 
Enforced, bat 
Are Liberal In a Right Direction. 
The hours for closing taverns or sa­ 
loons on Sunday vary in different parts 
of the kingdom, greater opportunities 
being given for drinking in London 
than in the provinces. In the London 
metropolitan district all taverns, res­ 
taurants, hotel bars and, in fact, every 
place where liquor of any description 
can be purchased, must remain closed 
from midnight on Saturday until I in 
the afternoon of Sunday. 
Then the 
house can open and do business until 
3 p. rn, when they must close again and 
remain so until 6 in the afternoon. 
Then they can open and remain in full 
blast until l l at night, but at that hour 
sharp to the minute every public house 
door must be tightly closed and every 
customer off the premises. At 5 in the 
morning of a week-day the taverns can 
open, although the more respectable 
houses do not take advantage of that 
permission until two or three hours 
later in the morning. Closing time on a 
week-day is 12:30 a. rn., except on 
Saturday nights, when it is sharp mid­ 
night. Christmas Day and Good Friday 
are the only two other days in the year 
which are treated as Sundays, so far cs 
the license law goes. 
The four hank 
holidays, which are legal national holi­ 
days. are the greatest days of all the 
year for the public houses.

Are Tr jlmc to Free Nelson. 
An effort is being made to effect the 
release of Frank Nelson on a w rit of 
habeas corpus. 
Nelson is the man 
who was arrested, tried and convicted 
of selling liquor w ithout a license a t 
Evansville some tim e ago. 
The case 
was tried before Justice W. R. Phillips. 
From the verdict in th a t court, the 
defendant appealed to the municipa 
court and has since been in j ail here. 
Now 
his 
attorney, 
William 
8 m ith,has applied for a w rit of habeas 
corpus before Court Commissioner E.F. 
Carpenter. 
The allegation is th a t the 
entries in the justice docket are il­ 
legal, they not having been made 
w ithin the proper tim e lim it. 
The 
state claims th a t this allegation can be 
disproved, and the proceedings shown 
to be in due form. 
The m atter will 
come before Commissioner Carpenter 
tomorrow. 
District Attorney Jackson 
will appear for the state, and William 
Smith for Nelson. 
The m atter of Nelson’s appeal to the 
municipal court came 
before Judge 
Phelps this m orning and by consent 
of the parties the case was adjourned 
un til October 29. In the mean time 
Nelson is still in jail. 
Alleged Burglars Cleared.
